Time  on  “Pulse,”  scheduled 
to  begin  this  month,  will  be 
used  to  discuss  any  “unique 
and  unusual  events,”  accord¬ 
ing  to  station  manager  RoUie 
Stadlman.  - 

News  broadcasts,  formerly 
given  every  half  hour,  will  now 
be  aired  on  a  “20-20”  basis. 
Headlines  will  be  given  at  20 
minutes  past  the  hour,  and  de¬ 
tails  to  the  headlines  will  be 
given  at  20  minutes  before 
each  hour. 

Live  broadcasting  will  begin 
in  the  evening  hours,  from  6:45 
until  12  midnight,  and  a  new 
“talk”  show  is  also  in  the 


Dr.  Charles  Rivers,  English 
IJroIcssor,  has  been  interested 
in  birds  since  childhood,  par- 
ticulary  the  famed  Birming¬ 
ham  Roller  Pigeon.  In  a  re¬ 
cent  interview  Da*.  Ravens  told 
how  this  unusual  hol>by  had 
its  beginning. 

“It  was  just  fate,  I  suppose,” 
he  explained.  “I  was  about  10 
when  I  moved  to  San  Jose. 
There  was  an  old  barn  in  the 
back  with  all  these  pigeons, 
you  see,  in  the  loft.” 

The  Birmingham  Roller 
Pigeon  is  noted  for  its  ex¬ 
clusive  ability  to  turn  over 
backwards  and  rotate  "with 
inestimable  speed  for  con¬ 
siderable  distances  down¬ 
wards.  Each  revolution  is 
so  close  to  another  that  the 
bird  wraps  itself  up  like  a 
small  ball  as  it  speeds 
straight  downward.  These 
rolls  are  made  with  such 
rapidity  that  the  pigeon  ap¬ 
pears  like  a  ball  with  a 
small  hole  in  the  middle. 
“I’ve  always  had  an  interest 
in  birds.  In  fact,  I  was  once 
expelled  from  a  Los  Angeles 
grade  school  because  of  it!” 
Chuckling  he  continued,  “You 
see,  I  saw  a  bird  I  did  not 
know  on  the  limb  outside  and 
began  to  memorize  its  cliarac- 
teristics.  The  teacher  called  on 
me  but  I  just  ignored  her.” 

Dr.  Rivers  owns  “around  one 
hundred”  Birmingham  Pigeons 
which  he  keeps  in  two  special¬ 
ly  built  lofts  in  his  backyard. 
He  has  personally  raised  all 
except  two. 

“I  should  dispose  of  about 
half  of  them,  but  I  just  don’t 
have  the  heart,”  he  confessed. 

Although  Dr.  Rivers 
raises  the  birds  only  for 
his  own  pleasure,  there  are 
many  contests  scheduled 
each  year  where  Birming¬ 
ham  Pigeons  from  around 
the  nation  compete  for 
honors.  Dr.  Rivers  has 
judged  at  several  of  these 
events  including  many  in 
California  and  in  Dcs 
Moines. 

“The  Roller  is  quite  popular 
and  can  be  found  in  almost  all

parts  of  the  country.  St.  Jo¬ 
seph  holds  a  big  Roller  show 
yearly.  Maryville,  however,  is 
not  much  of  a  bird  center,” 
Dr.  Rivers  said. 

Rollers  must  be  trained  be¬ 
fore  they  are  ready  for  flight. 
With  correct  training  a  young 
bird,  after  a  period  of  two  or 
three  weeks  of  good  flying,  will 
begin  to  tumble  and  will  soon 
be  capable  of  making  several 
tumbles  in  rapid  succession. 

“If  the  bh’d  is  not  ti'ained 
w'eU,  he  will  get  scared  in  the 
air,  zoom  over  the  loft  and  fly 
away,”  commented  Dr.  Riv¬ 
ers. 

Several  books  have  been 
written  on  the  Birmingham 
Roller.  Dr.  Rivers  conti'ibuted
